AMONG LOUISIANA INDIANS. 


Ancient Customs T hat Are Passing; R ap­ 
idly Away. 


T he first tribe I succeeded in locating 
were the ('hitim acha. 
T h e old ('biti 
nm olm language, which is still spoken 
by a few, has n peculiar Hound to tho 
unaccustomed ear on account 
of 
the 
large num ber of “sh’’ sounds, 
It is es­ 
pecially interesting, however, because it 
has no known affiliations, is like no oth­ 
er Indian language and so forma a lin­ 
guistic stock al! by itself. 
French is 
*l*)ken by all the tribe now, aud as it 
bus become the language of common use I 
the Indian tongue will soon he lost for­ 
ever. 
T h e old dances and customs have 
already become obsolete, although still 
remembered by the older people; and the 
Indians live as do their F ren ch neigh­ 
bors. 
One old art, aud one only. is still kept 
up in something like its original purity, 
the art of making tine baskets of can e— 
baskets whose*^fadeless colors are a joy 
to all lovers of Indian handiwork. 
T he 
now ii da vs 
To 
compelled 
travel twenty or thirty miles to get their 
tarie for basket making. 
Once gathered 
and brought home, it is carefully split 
and laboriously scraped until only tile 
hard outer shell 
of 
the 
stalk is left, 
when if is ready for coloring aud use. 
The black color seen in Chitiraaeha bas 
kcts is made with black walnut shells, 
which are boiled with the bundles of 
cane splints eight or ten days before 
the color is sufficiently set, 
T he yellow 
is secured by soaking the cane splints 
eight days in lime 
w ater 
made 
with 
burned shells of the fresh w ater mussel; 
the red is produced by boiling the cane 


which may taint a ship if destined for 
use by garrisons or fleets.

restricted to absolute contraband, and 
hereafter m ilitary or naval stores des- j 
tinned for the enemy will taint a ship;

neutral port 
the ship may bi* bound. 
<’argues, unless thus tainted, will bi* safe 
on the high seas when the destination 
rn a ne utral port. 
rrhi* last arrangem ent will lie highly 
beneficial to com merce in general during 
flu* prevalence of w ar. 
G reat 
Britain 
formerly seized all goods destined for an 
enem y’s ports, and during the Civil W a r 
the United S tates blockaded 
South 
em ports, and seized cargoes hound for 
Nassau or other neutral ports, and even 
during •end transit 
in 
Mexico. 
T he 
world's commerce is now of such m agni­ 
tude. and of such vitnl im portance to 
millions of people who m ay be neutrals 
during naval 
w arfare th a t it is 
well 
there should bo a d e a r definition of the 
rights of belligerents in t lie m atter of 
cargo seizures for the purpose of crip­ 
pling an enemy.
